federal 
government 
has 
taken over more and more of our 
economic system and we are fast 
approaching the point where only 
this huge federal government of 
ours can com e up with the solutions 
to our problems 
Some day soon the American 
people are going to have to decide if 
they want to continue to operate 
under a free economic system or if 
they want to switch to complete 
governm ent 
controls 
As 
the 
government moves into more and 
more areas of our economy, it 
becomes harder and harder for the 
remaining segments to operate 
freely. 
Bight now, wheat farmers are 
keeping a war) eye on the price of 
wheat, because it appears that it is 
headed downward, not 
because 
there is not a worldwide market for 
wheat, but because the government 
insists upon curbing exports of 
wheat in a deliberate effort to 
knock the price down and even­ 
tually cause a lowering of the price 
of bread 
The oil industry in this area has a 
weather eye on legislat ion designed 
to roll hack prices of gas and oil. 
keep a price lid on them. or tax the 
production of this fuel. This means 
that the producers can he hurt, and 
hurt badly, not because they are 
producing something 
without

market 
value, 
hut 
because 
politicians decree What the price 
shall be 
Senator 
Henry 
Jackson 
of 
Washington, a presidential can­ 
didate, is promoting a National 
Energy Production Board which 
would control exploration and 
developm ent of all petroleum 
reserves on public lands, including 
offshore, 
with authority 
to set 
prices and select which refiners 
could buy the oil. 
Other powerful senators, 
in* 
eluding 
Edw ard 
Kennedy 
of 
Massachusetts and Phillip Hart of 
Michigan, are taking an even more 
direct approach to socialism. Their 
bill would establish a federal oil 
and gas corporation in direct tax 
exempt competition with private 
companies. This agency would also 
control oil prices and all foreign oil 
purchases. 
Tins nationalization of the oil 
industry is endorsed by AFL C IO 
chief George Meany, whose union 
operates under a federal security 
blanket 
which 
guarantees

The major question before 
the institutional church is that 
of ordination. The crux is, “ Is 
it a cross that worn n should 
be allowed to bear “ 
Eleven women 
were or* 
darned 
in 
the 
E piscopal 
priesthood with strong opposi­ 
tion of the m ajority of that 
church’s lay and clerical 
leadership 
This has forced 
other 
sacramental-oriented 
churches to deal with the is­ 
sue of women as clergy and to 
define their place in the eccle­ 
siastical structure 
The tradition'J arguments 
against ordaining women are 
not hard to state The Bible in­ 
structs us to call God “ Fa­ 
ther ” This has been inter­ 
preted to mean God is male 
(even though God is spirit), 
and therefore God’s ministers 
are to be male Jesus called 
twelve men to be His apostles 
Man was created first with 
the view to serving and fel- 


lowshipmg with God. Woman 
was created to be m an’s help­ 
mate, to serve man, and alle­ 
viate his loneliness, according 
to Hie second story of creation 
in Genesis. In short, the Book 
points out that God ordained 
certain roles for men and oth­ 
er roles for women 
The greatest part of this at­ 
titude is a reinforcement of 
the Bible’s position by the 
church fathers, such as St 
John Chrysostom (345-407), 
St Thomas Aquinas 11225-741 
and M artin Luther ( 1483- 
1546) 
“ Men have broad shoul­ 
ders, narrow hips, and ac­ 
cordingly they possess intelli­ 
gence Women have narrow 
shoulders and broad hips. The 
way they were created indi­ 
cates that women ought to 
stay at home, for they can 
keep house a rid bear and raise 
children," lath er said 
It seems that the institu­ 
tional churches have paid 
more attention to the words of 
these church fathers than to 
the detail of the Scriptures. 


We speak of “God, He,” but 
there is a feminine view of 
God also if you read the Bible 
closely. In the first creation 
account given in Genesis, it 
says that the male and female 
were created in the image of 
God. 
The femininity of God is 
also noted in the word “wis­ 
dom,” which is spoken of as 
an entity of itself — a divine 
attribute — and the word is 
“Hokmah” which is of the 
feminine gender. Therefore, it 
is gramatically necessary to 
refer to Divine Wisdom as fe­ 
male. An interesting hot pota­ 
to for the total male position.

“ in almost all rcspe* is wom­ 
en in the Bible appeared to

woman is head of a national 
agency for that denomination 
The subject the ecclesiasti­ 
cal structures are facing is 
what they call a m atter of jus­ 
tice 
confirming women as 
whole 
persons 
along 
with 
men The church leaders see 
they have long followed socie­ 
ty in treating women as infe­ 
rior human beings 
and to be 
barred from ordination per­ 
petuates this tradition This is 
the issue of the ll ordained 
women of the 
E piscopal 
church 
The women when ordained 
said * Women are learning to 
sav. along with Peter and 
John, that they chose to obey 
God rather than men When 
the church recognizes and ac­ 
knowledges the fact that God 
calls human beings — men 
and women 
to the ministry, 
human beings in the image of 
God, both male and female, 
then God’s will can be done on 
earth as it is in heaven “

Un* institutional church is thai 
of ordination. The crux is, "Is 
it a crass that worn n should 
be allowed to bear ” 
Eleven 
women 
were 
or­ 
dained 
in 
the 
E pisco p al 
priesthood with strong opposi­ 
tion of the m ajority of that 
c h u rc h 's lay and c le ric a l 
leadership 
This has forced 
other 
sacram ental-onented 
churches to deal with the is­ 
sue of women as clergy and to 
define their place in the eccle­ 
siastical structure 
The traditional argum ents 
against ordaining women are 
not hard to state The Bible in­ 
structs us to call God ‘‘F a­ 
ther.*’ This has been inter­ 
preted to m ean God is m ale 
(even though God is spirit), 
and therefore G od’s m inisters 
are to be m ale. Jesus called 
twelve men to be His apostles. 
Man was created first with 
the view to serving and fel- 


lowshipmg with God Woman 
was created to be m an’s help­ 
m ate, to serve m an, and alle­ 
viate his loneliness, according 
to the second story of creation 
in Genesis. In short, the Book 
points out that God ordained 
certain roles for men and oth­ 
er roles for women 
The greatest part of this at­ 
titude is a reinforcem ent of 
the Bible’s position by the 
church fathers, such as St. 
John Chrysostom 
(345-407 j, 
St Thomas Aquinas (1225-741 
and M artin L u th er I 1483- 
1546). 
Men have broad shoul­ 
ders, narrow hips, and ac­ 
cordingly they possess intelli­ 
gence Women have narrow 
shoulders and broad hips. The 
way they were created indi­ 
cates that women ought to 
stay at home, for they can 
keep house and bear and raise 
children,” Luther said. 
It seem s that the institu­ 
tional 
churches 
have 
paid 
more attention to the words of 
these church fathers than to 
the detail of the Scriptures
